ABUSING 
THE 


PUBLIC 
TRUST 


As distasteful as the senator's tactics 
were to the President, McCarthy had 
tapped into American’s fears. 


In 1946, Joe McCarthy became a U.S. Senator from 
Wisconsin. On February 9, 1950, he burst onto the national 
_ Scene following his Lincoln Day speech in Wheeling, West 
Virginia. During his speech, McCarthyclaimed to have a list 
of fifty-seven State Department employees who “appear to 
be either card-carrying members or certainly loyal to the 
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Communist Party, but who nevertheless are still helping to 


shape our foreign policy.” 


Two days later, McCarthy telegraphed President Harry 
Truman demanding he take some action. In his telegram, 
McCarthy told Truman that: “Failure on your part to do so 
will label the Democratic Party of being the bed-fellow of 
international communism.” 


The President was outraged. In a response that he never 
sent, Truman wrote that McCarthy's telegram: “...shows 
conclusively that you are not even fit to have a hand in the 
operation of the Government of the United States.” Later, 
when asked about McCarthy during a press conference, the 
President said: “| think that the greatest asset the Kremlin 
has is Senator McCarthy.” 


As distasteful as the senator's tactics were to the President, 
McCarthy had tapped into American's fears, The Cold War 
had started, and many saw communism as the greatest 
threat America faced, Jo those believers, McCarthy was a 
crusader defending American freedoms. 


McCarthy joined the Senate's Permanent Subcommittee on 
Investigations, which investigated communist activities. He 
became: its chalfman in January 1953, using committee 
authority to pry into the private lives of teachers, journalists, 
civil servants, actors, musicians, labor leaders, scientists, and 
many others, Although few were ever charged and no one 
ever went to jail, those investigated often lost their jobs. 
Employers, many of whom feared repercussions for harboring 


communist sympathizers, quickly cut their ties with suspects 


How devastating were the committee’ tactics? A recent Yale 
University study estimated that ten thousand people lost 
their jobs. Although many Americans despised McCarthy 
and his tactics even President Dwight Eisenhower, who was 
elected in 1952, was afraid to stand up to him,

On June 9, 1954, McCarthy finally met his match. During a 


televised hearing into communist influence in the U.S Army, 
the senator relentlessly attacked a young lawyer as a com 
munist sympathizer. Joseph Weich, a lawyer hired by the 
Army eventually stopped the senator.in his tracks when he 
replied: "Let us not assassinate this lad further, senator. You 
have done enough, Have you no sense of decency?” lo those 
watching, his comments transformed Joe McCarthy into lit 


tle more than a bully 


Six months later, in December 1954, the Senate censured 
him for conduct “contrary to senatorial traditions, making 
him the fourth senator ever censured Want to find oul more

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Elba sewer rates and garbage fees to increase March 1st

The Elba City Council was 
extremely busy © Monday 
evening, Feb. 12. Some items of 
interest to most people probably 
included the yote to increase 
sewer rates, as well as, an 
increase in residential garbage 
rates. 

The residential sewer rate 
increase will increase the mini- 
mum from $8.00 to $10.00 per 
month. The new ratés are effec- 
tive March 1st, 2007. 

Because sewer rates are tied 
to water usage volume, the fol- 
lowing changes will apply: _ 

First 2,000 gallons at the 
_basic rate noted above. The next 
3,000 gallons will increase from 
$2.00 per thousand to $2.50. 
The next 7,000 gallons will 
increase from $1.10 per 1,000 
gallons to $1.25 each 1,000 gal- 
lons. There is no residential 
sewer charge for usage over 
12,000 gallons, thus the maxi- 
mum residential sewer charge 
will be $26.25. 

Commercial sewer rates will 
also increase. Basic minimum 
rates will. go from $14.00 to 
$16.00 and will cover the first 
3,000 gallons of water con- 
sumed. All usage over this min- 
imum will be charged at $1.50, 
up from the old $1.20 per 1,000 
gallons. There is no maximum 
por on commercial usage.

will cost $500 and an eight inch 


tap will increase to $600. 

Residential garbage fees were 
also increased by the Elba City 
Council. The new rate, effective 
March Ist, 2007, is $14.00 per 
month, up two dollars from the 
previous rate, 

In other business, the council 
heard citizen Jim Nichols give a 
presentation on a new, stronger 
ordinance dealing with dilapi- 
dated and/or severely damaged 
buildings. 

Under the proposal presented 


by Mdichols, stiff fines would be 
imposed on those who fail to 
comply with the law.

County EMA director reviews outdoor waming siren program

Coffee County

John Tallas, director of the 
Coffee County Emergency 
Management Agency, said 
Coffee County’s outdoor siren 
program started in 1999 and 
currently 25 outdoor sirens are 
installed around the county. He 
said the 26th siren recently was 
ordered and will be installed in 
the Victoria community. 

Tallas ‘stressed the word out- 
door inflicating the outdoor 

sirens are not intended 
to warn people inside their 
home or other buildings. 

He said the-sirens can feature 
up to seven different tones, and 
Coffee County uses three tones. 
He said the most common tone 
is the tornado warning while the 
siren in New Brockton also fea- 
tures a jail break tone and the 
siren in Elba features a flood 
tone, 

Tallas said the tornado warn- 
ing is sounded only under two 
circumstances, First, he said it 
is sounded if the national
